The  Governor’s  Highway 
Safety  Bureau  in  cooperation 
with  the  Mass.  Division  of  the 
American  Automobile  Assoc, 
today  launched  a  new  traffic 
safety  program  for  the  protec¬ 
tion  of  preschool  children. 

In  a  statement  announcing 
the  program.  Gov.  Michael  S. 
Dukakis  said:  “This  is  the 
first  of  its  kind  child  safety 
program  to  be  conducted  on  a 
statewide  scale.  We  are 
highly  pleased  it  is  being 
done  here  in  Massachusetts. 
It  is  designed  to  help  reduce 
pedestrian  accidents  among 
children  under  six  years  of 
age. 

Called  the  Massachusetts 
PRESCHOOL  CHILDREN  IN 
TRAFFIC  Safety  Program,  it 
is  aimed  primarily  at  parents, 
as  well  as  others  who  can 
instruct  young  children.  It 
provides,  free  of  charge, 
teaching  materials  to  train 
children  to  develop  safer 
habits."  i 

Gov.  Dukakis  pointed  out 
that  children  under  age  six 
are  by  far  the  most  common 
victims  of  pedestrian  acci¬ 
dents.  "This  age  group  faces 
tremendous  odds,"  he  said. 

"They  are  involved  in  23% 
of  all  pedestrian  accidents 
but  represent  only  9%  of  the 
population.  The  ability  of 
very  young  children  to  per¬ 
ceive  dangers  and  act 
accordingly  is  not  fully  deve¬ 
loped,  so  every  traffic 
encounter  carries  a  high  risk.

Have  you  ever  gotten  a  “bargain”  that  later  turned  out  to 
be  not  such  a  bargain?  It  seems  that  we  all  have.  It’s  part  of, 
growing  up.  In  an  effort  to  stretch  our  hard  earned  income 
we  sometimes  become  confused  as  to  what  actually 
constitutes  a  bargain. 

For  instance,  how  many  of  us  have  driven  to  New 
Hampshire  to  “Save"  money  on  booze?  How  many  of  us 
have  gone  to  our  local  pharmacist  and  failed  to  buy  an  item 
because  we  could  “Save”  ten  or  twenty  cents  in  a  big 
discount  chain  in  Springfield?  How  many  buy  their 
appliances  in  a  gigantic  department  store  and  “save”  forty 
dollars? 

Very  “often,  as  one  grows  older,  we  discover  that  these 
savings  are  false  economy.  The  money  you  save  on  booze  is 
spent  on  gas  and  time.  The  money  you  save  at  the  huge 
discount  store.  .  .  well,  how  does  saving  a  few  cents  offset 
the  security  of  a  local  pharmacist  who  is  willing  to  get  up  at 
four  in  the  morning  in  bitter  cold  to  prepare  a  prescription 
for  your  sick  child. 

And  how  much  money  have  you  saved  on  any  item  that  you 
can't  get  service  on  when  something  inevitably  goes  wrong? 
The  examples  go  on  and  on.  .  .  but  the  point  is  simply  this: 
pay  the  extra  few  pennies  or  dollars  and  cultivate  the 
friendship  of  your  local  dealer.  If  prices  are  high,  it’s 
probably  not  his  fault.  The  few  merchants  that  actually 
"gouge"  the  public  with  unreasonable  mark-ups  won’t  be 
around  too  long  anyway.  If  the  merchant  sells  too  high  or  too 
low,  the  economic  system  will  exact  it’s  price. 

Meanwhile,  you  are  getting  a  community  where  the 
merchants  are  stable  and  the  local  economy  is  sound.  Jobs 
are  protected.  Business  taxes  are  paid.  You  buy  good 
merchandise  at  a  reasonable  price  and,  most  importantly, 
you  have  the  security  of  knowing  that  your  neighbor  stands 
behind  the  product  you  have  bought.  Saving  a  few  dollars  at 
point  of  purchase  isn’t  always  a  bargain.

The  Connelly  Report 

I  have  often  heard  an  expression  to  wit:  “The  road  to  hell 
is  paved  with  good  intention.”  and  so  it  was  on  Monday  last 
when  we  arrived  in  Boston  to  do  the  business  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

At  10:J0  A.M.  we  opened  a  hearing  of  House,  Ways  and 
Means  Committee  to  receive  testimony  concerning  various 
items  contained  in  a  Deficiency  Budget  message  submitted 
by  the  Governor.  At  4  P.M..  when  the  hearing  ended,  most 
of  New  England  was  being  battered  by  the  Bli/zard  of  ‘78. 

One  of  the  last  persons  to  testify,  Public  Works 
Commissioner  John  Carroll,  had  submitted  a  request  for 
four  and  a  half  million  dollars  for  contract  plowing,  salt  and 
maintenance.  Twenty-seven  inches  of  snow,  hurricane  force 
winds  and  coastal  flooding  will  undoubtedly  create  a  need 
for  much  more.  The  legislature  has  approved  five  and  a  half 
million  dollars  in  this  budget  and  it  appears  an  additional  six 
million  dollars  will  be  required  in  a  supplemental  request. 
Wc  also  included  four  million  dollars,  required  by  law  to  pay 
for  the  services  of  the  Massachusetts  National  Guard  who 
were  called  into  the  battered  Boston  and  coastal  areas. 

After  four  days  of  confinement  in  Boston  with  it’s 
unbelievable  snow  paralysis,  two  major  power  outages  and  a 
dwindling  food  supply,  it  was  great  to  "escape”  to  the 
"Golden  West"  as  wc  arc  all  known  living  West  of 
Worcester.

After  only  one  week  at  the 
helm  Peter  Caputo.  Aga- 
wams  new  Town  Manager, 
has  made  great  strides  in 
putting  his  house  in  order.  He 
slated  that  he  has  "put  out 
the  order  that  the  chain  of 
command  is  in  effect  and  will 
be  adhered  to". 

His  impressions ot  the  town 
government  and  it’s  interim 
management  have  been  very 
favorable.  Mr.  Caputo  credi¬ 
ted  people  like  Mr.  Caba  and 
Mr.  Dave  Gailano  with  being 
"professional  men  who  have 
done  a  good  job  of  holding 
things  together.  The  town  is 
fortunate  in  having  men  of 
this  calibre". 

A  Town  Manager's  job  is 
enormous  in  it's  scope  and 
time  is  a  most  precious 
commodity.  Mr.  Caputo 
stated  that  having  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  what  he  termed 
“think"  time  is  a  big  problem 

In  order  to  make  more 
efficient  use  of  his.  the  direc¬ 
tors.  and  councilors  time.  Mr. 
Caputo  has  put. himself  on  a 
work  schedule.  From  8  A.M. 
to  10  A.M.  daily,  there  will  be 
open  access  to  the  Town 
Manager;  from  10  A.M.  to 
3:50  P.M.  daily,  Mr.  Caputo 
will  concentrate  on  his  admin¬ 
istrative  duties,  and  from 
3:30  P.M.  to  5:00  P.M..  there 
will  again  be  open  access  to 
the  Town  Manager.  Barring 
emergencies,  it  is  felt  that 
this  type  of  schedule  will 
allow  for  maximum  produc¬ 
tivity.  Appointments  may 
also  be  made  in  the  event  of 
conflict  with  this  schedule. 

With  twenty-two  years  of 
administrative  experience  to 
rely  on.  Mr.  Caputo  will 
initially  make  decisions  based 
on  that  experience.  He  said, 
houevci.  that  as  time  goes 
on.  .us  local  experience  will 


dictate  his  decision  making  to 
a  greater  and  greater  extent. 

The  big  project  now  before 
our  new  Town  Manager  is  the 
1978  fiscal  budget.  His  office 
is  now  in  the  process  of 
reviewing  the  budget  and  he 
expects  no  delays  in  meeting 
the  budget  deadline.  Mr. 
Caputo's  goal  as  concerns  the 
budget,  is  to  adopt  a  "zero 
based"  budgeting  system  by 
1979.  He  stated  that  immedi¬ 
ately  after  the  1978  budget 
has  been  adopted,  he  will 
begin  work  on  the  1979 
budget,  thus  affording  him  an 
entire  year  in  which  to  make 
the  transition.  He  said  that  in 
addition  to  the  financial 
budget,  the  zero  based 
method  will  allow  for  com¬ 
plete  inventories  to  be  kept, 
something  which  is  not  now- 
being  done. 

Also  on  his  list  of  priorities 
for  the  near  future  is  a  town 
audit.  Even  though  Agawam 
has  not  had  an  audit  since 
1972.  he  stated  that  the  town 
is  "in  an  auditable  state"  and 
that  "the  audit  mechanism  is 
in  motion".  Mr.  Caputo 
praised  the  Audit  Committee, 
consisting  of  Councilors 
Kenneth  Barnes.  Williem 
Herd,  and  Donald  Laduzcnski 
and  stated  that  “the  commit¬ 
tee  deserves  recognition  for 
the  work  they've  already  put 
in  on  it  (the  audit)". 

A  major  goal  for  Mr.  Caputo 
is  to  "broaden  communica¬ 
tions  between  the  councilors 
and  the  Manager’s  office", 
lie  said  that  it  will  be  his 
policy  to  inform  the  Council  of 
any  issue  first,  before  making 
anv  public  statements.  Mr.

I  attended  a  School  Committee  meeting  last  week  -  my 
first.  The  big  item  on  the  agenda,  though  not  the  only  one. 
was  a  request  by  some  people  to  appear  before  the 
Committee  on  behalf  of  Roger  LeClerc. 

There  apparently  is  much  to  be  said  for  both  sides  -  I'm 
not  qualified  to  judge  either,  nor  do  I  wish  to.  Mr.  LeClerc 
has  a  lot  of  people  supporting  him.  yet  the  School 
Committee  remains  firm  in  its  decision  and  probably  has  a 
lot  of  people  supporting  it. 

As  I  said.  I’m  not  prepared  to  form  an  opinion  on  that 
particular  subject.  What  I  am  prepared  to  do  is  comment  on 
what  I  consider  to  be  a  lack  of  awareness  on  the  part  of  many 
people  concerning  the  operation  of  such  governing  bodies  as 
the  School  Committee. 

Many  people  went  to  the  trouble  of  attending  the  meeting 
-  for  whatever  reason  -  but  most  left  verbally  expressing 
dissatisfaction  with  the  outcome. 

As  I  understand  it,  what  transpired  at  that  meeting  was 
about  all  that  could  have  been  expected.  Someone 
mentioned  to  me  that  if  those  people  who  wanted  to  voice  an 
opinion  on  the  LeClerc  episode  had  requested  an  "open 
hearing”,  then  anyone  and  everyone  who  wished  to  speak 
would  have  been  heard. 

1  am  exploring  the  possibility  of  having  a  series  of  articles 
in  this  paper  explaining  the  various  rules  which  regulate  the 
proceedings  of  the  various  committees  in  our  town 
government.  If  a  citizen  has  an  issue  to  bring  before  a 
particular  committee,  he  (or  she)  should  be  aware  of  the 
process  which  must  be  gone  through  to  effectively  reach  the 
group  concerned. 

In  this  vein,  I  would  like  to  invite  the  members  of  our 
Town  government  to  inform  the  people  through  this 
newspaper,  of  the  workings  of  the  various  committees  which 
are  active  in  our  town.  You  would  be  doing  a  great  service 
to  the  community,  and  I  am  sure  many  people  will 
appreaciate  your  efforts.

A  Connecticut  River  salmon  strain  has  been  started  with 
the  capture  of  two  salmon  this  past  year  and  the  rearing  of 
the  eggs  obtained  from  the  female.  We  are  finally  making 
headway  with  the  restoration  of  salmon  in  the  Connecticut 
River.  It  is  going  to  become  a  reality  before  the  year  2.000. 
Already  fishways  are  being  planned  for  the  Turners  Falls 
Dam  and  Vermont  Yankee  Nuclear  Power  Plant. 

Vermont  Nuclear  Power  Plant  will  have  a  dual  role.  It  will 
create  electric  power  and  is  planning  a  1.5  million  dollar 
aquaculture  research  laboratory.  It  is  great!  Instead  of 
fighting  the  conservationist,  it  will  use  it's  finances  to 
further  the  establishment  of  a  salmon  fishery  in  the 
Connecticut  River. 

An  estimated  25,000  Atlantic  salmon  smolts  would  be 
ready  for  stocking  into  the  river  each  spring,  beginning  in 
1980.  Initially  these  would  have  to  be  trucked  downstream  to 
sites  below  the  present  Iadderless  dams.  The  fish  would 
return  to  the  river  as  adults  starting  in  1982. 

Once  the  smolts  are  released  each  spring,  the  laboratory 
will  be  converted  to  aquaculture  research  on  warmer  water 
fish  (brook  trout,  yellow  perch,  striped  bass)  for  the  summer 
months  when  water  temperatures  would  be  too  high  for 
salmon.  University  scientists  will  use  data  from  the  program 
to  design  a  full-scale  commercial  aquaculture  facility  and 
develop  computer  models  to  forecase  the  economic 
feasibility  of  such  a  venture. 

Operation  costs  of  the  laboratory  are  estimated  at  $92,000 
a  year.

Agawam  Gets  O.K. 

For  Renovation

The  Agawam  High  School  Committee  approved  the 
renovation  and  expansion  of  the  high  school  at  a  meeting 
last  week.  The  decision  came  after  a  four  week  period  of 
debate  which  ended  with  a  5-2  vote  in  favor  of  the 
improvements. 

The  High  School  Building  Committee  has  already  begun  to 
draw  up  plans  for  the  new  additions.  James  Coon,  director 
of  business  for  the  School  Department,  and  Alfred  P. 
Casclla.  architect  for  the  project,  have  drafted  the  main 
plans  and  spe  cifications  in  accordance  w  ith  the  needs  of  the 
high  school  department  heaejs.  The  Building  Committee 
gave  the  go-ahead  for  the  drafting  of  plans  after  rejecting 
two  previous  proposals,  which  did  not  meet  the  require¬ 
ments  and  specifications  of  the  committee. 

The  project  is  expected  to  include  improvements  for  gym 
and  art  facilities,  with  a  new  dining  area  for  the  faculty  of 
the  high  school.  Also  expected  to  be  included  is  a  new 
library  facility  and  a  student  activity  area.  Added  onto  the 
project  will  be  a  larger  gym  that  will  be  capable  of  being 
divided  into  two  parts 

The  presently  unoccupied  land  behind  the  high  sch<x>l  will 
be  used  for  five  new  tennis  courts,  a  soccer  field,  and  a 
space  which  the  sports  field  will  occupy,  approximately  ten 
acres  of  land  will  have  to  be  cleared  in  the  rear  of  the  high 
school. 

Ernest  .1.  Cannava.  Superintendent  of  Agawam  Schools, 
stated  that  he  hoped  construction  of  ihe  facilities  will  begin 
before  June  30.  1978.  so  that  the  tow  n  will  be  able  to  take 
advantage  of  money  allocations  in  this  year's  state  budget. 

Mrs.  Jessie  Fuller,  who  was  dissatisfied  with  the 
specifications  at  the  previous  two  meetings,  approved  of  the 
new  plans  and  improvements  at  the  third  meeting. 

"I  approved  of  the  fact  that  we  were  able  to  go  over  this  in 
detail  last  week.  We've  made  four  of  five  important 
changes,  and  1  can  accept  this  now”,  she  commented 
flic  estimated  cost  of  the  renovation  is  approximatelv  $>2 
million.
